ST. PETERSBURG, Nov.

The meeting probably will be 
comtinued » veral days. The memorial 
and minutes of the meeting will be 
sent to Prince Sviatepolk-Mirsky for 
transmission to (he Emperor. What the 
result will be is a matter of specula- 
tet. but the men whe have partici- 
pated in this meeting are in most cases 
the most influential and able men in 
their reepective provinces and are re- 
te presse the meovemant every~- 
where with the greatest vigor. 


A semstvoe banquet will be arranged 
for December 4 the fortieth anniver- 
sary of the emancipation proclamation 
ty Il, and on this 
ococasion speeches along the line of the 
memortal will be made. Later the 
semetves whe are te meet on Decem- 
ber Mg will be urged te adopt resclu- 
thons embodying a similar programme 
of agitation. 

The government attitude is awaited 
with breathless interest. The mers fact 
that a meeting with a programme was 
permitted, although official auspices 
were denied it. is unprecedented; but 
the vigorous character of the memo- 
rial adopted and the resolution to push 
the agitation must compel the govern- 
ment to act. A parting of the ways is 
again at band, and the auteocracy, it 
would seem, must once more choose 
a?lether the people shall be allowed a 
voice in the governmat, for it is in- 
conceivable that it can allow an arita- 
tien for a cenvecative elective body to 
Gecide whether the time has not come, 
im the language of the memorial, “for 
a specially elected body to participate 
in legislation,” without the intention of 
ybeiding. 

Reactionaries, of course, are horri- 
fied at the mere suggestion of anything 
approaching a lament or a consti- 
tution. Ali r pewer and influence 
already are in the scale, but no matter 
which way the balance ewings, the de- 
cieton ie believed te mark an epoch in 
Russia's history.

popular initiative and persistent ef- 
forts to exclude the people from party 
participation in government. With this 
object, the government endeavored to 
extend centralised administration to all 
branches of local government and im- 
prove it. admitting colperation with 
the people solely for the purpose of 
bringing popular institutions into har- 


mony with the view of the govern- 
ment. 
“See. The bureaucrat system 


of causing estrangement of the su- 
preme power and the created 
for a wide scope of administrative ar- 
bitration.dnd personal caprice. Such 
e condition deprives the nation of the 
necessary assurance of the rights of 
each and undermines confidence in the 
government. 

“Bec. The normal current and 
evolution of State and nation t* pos- 
sibiy only under the condition of close 
living and union and the codperation of 
the imperial power with the people. 

“Bec. In order to excl the pos- 
sibility of the display of administrative 
arbitrariness te guarantee per 
rights, It ie necessary to estabiieh 
and consistently apply a principle by 
which no one will be subjected to pun- 
ishment of the restriction of rights 
without the decision of independent 
legal authoritics. 
“Bee. & For the unrestricted expres- 
sion of public opinion and the free ex- 
position and satisfaction of popular 
needs it te eseential to guarentee free- 
dom of conectence and speech and af 
the prees and aleo freedom of meeting 
and association. 

THE PEASANTS NEEDS. 

“Bec. 7. Self-reliance is the cplef 
condition of proper and successful de- 
velopment of political and economic 
life of the country. As a considerable 


@ajority of the population of 
belongs to the peasant class, ie 
*seary Gret of all to place the latter in 
poaltion favorable for development of 

f-reilance and energy. and this ls at- 
talnable only by a redical alteration of 
the present inequitable and humiiat- 
ing condition of the peasants. For this

tien tutelage: safeguard peasants 
by preper courts of justice. 

“Rec. § Zemetvo imetitutions 
which local and popular life is mostly 
concentrated mest be placed in condi- 
tienes In which they may successfully 
earry out their duties. For this pur- 
pose. it le necessary for the semetve 
representation be based on a no-clase 
basis and all the forces of the local 
population be edmitted te share in 
semetvo work, that semetve inetite- 
tienes be browsht inte cleser touch 
with the people — the creation of small 
semetvese and unite on a basie guaran- 
teeing absolute independence. amd that 
semetvo institutions be assured the 
necessary permanence and ip 
ence eapential to their proper 
ment and tivity and mutual co 
operation with pope- 
ler inetitutfene.
